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REMARKS 

In the July 26, 2002 Final Office Action, claims 1 1-20 are subject to a final rejection 
in view of prior art. and the title is subject to an objection. By this Amendment, claims U-20 
remain unchanged an4 arguments traversing the rejection are presented- Also, the title has 
been amended in response to the objection thereto. Additionally, new claims 21-30 have 
been added. Thus, this Amendment leaves claims U-30 pending in the application, with 
claims 1 1 and 21 being independent claim. Reconsideration of the rejections and allowance 
of all claims is respectfully requested. 

October 22 , ? n02 Personal Interview/ 

Applicant and Applicant's representative are appreciative of the councsies e^^iended 
during the October 22, 2002 personal interview at the US. Paiem and Tmdemarlc Office w.ih 
Primary Examiner Tamai and with Examiner Cuevas. During the interview, arguments were 
presented by Applicant's representative traversing the outstanding rejection to the claims. In 
particular, both the Mitcham and Hatch patents, which were relied upon in the outstanding 
July 26. 2002 final Office Action, were discussed in detail primarily wiib respect to claims 
1 1. 14 and 15. Although no fotmal agreement was reached, the Examiners suggested that an 
after-final amendment be filed to amend the title and to formally present the arguments 
traversing the outstanding rejection so that the arguments traversing the final rejection could 
be formally considered.

fo paragraph 5, the January 15, 2003 Advisory Action states that "there are some 
differences between the claimed invemion and the prior art " As the claims define the 
"claimed invention," this statement appears to indicate that the claims comain allowable 
subject matter. Accordingly, indication of me allowable subject matter is respectfully 
requested. 

Also in paragraph 5, the Advisory Action states that "independem claim 1 1 only 
requires insilation [sic] between the bolt and the rotor discs " This is inaccurate. Claim 1 1 
recites only one rotor disc and reciies an air gap to insulate the laminations of the rotor rim 
from the bolt. 

That is. claim 1 1 recites a "rotor disc assembly comprising a rotor disc and ar least one 
circumferential roior rim mounted on the rotor disc," Thus, claim 1 1 recites a rotor disc 
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assembly having a rotor disc and a rotor rim and only recites one rotor disc noi plural roTor 
discs* as stated in the Advisory Action. Also, claim 1 1 recites a ''rotor nm comprising ai Ic^isi 
one row of alternate magnets and laminated pole pieces comprising laminations," as well as 
"a clearance air gap being provided to electrically insulate the laminanons from the bolt 
passing therethrough." Thus, the recited insulation is between the bolt and the laminations of 
the rotor rim. 

Objection to The Title 

In paragraph 2 of the Final Office Action, the title is indicated as being 
nondescripiive. Accordingly, the title has been amended as set forth above, in a manner 
similar to that suggested by the Examiner. Accordingly, withdrawal of the objection and 
entrance of the new title is respectfully requested. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. § lQ3fa) 

In paragraph 4 of the Final Office Action, claims 1 1-20 stand rejected under 35 U S.C 
§ 103(a) as being unpatentable over Mitcham (US 5S77578J in view of Hatch (US 4208600J. 
This rejection is respectfully traversed and reconsideration of this rejection is respectfully 
requested. 


The Office Action states that Mitcham 'Tails lo disclose a clearance gap being 
provided to electrically insulate the laminations from the bolt pajssing therethrough.*' The 
Office Action then relies upon Hatch to provide for the shortcomings of Mitcham. The 
Office Action states that it would have been obvious ''to use the insulating sleeve and the air 
gap concept disclosed by Hatch on the rotor disc disclosed by Mitcham et al. for the purpose 
of electrically insulating the shielding members." Applicants beheve that Mitcham and Hatch 
can not properly be combined and if combined* the resulting structure does not satisfy the 
claim limitations- 
First, inasmuch as the motivational statement provided for the rejection states that the 
purpose of the combination is for '^insulating the shielding members," ii is noi evident chtit 


disclosed by Hatch. Therefore, there would be no motivation to insulate that which does noi 
exist in Mitcham. 

Additionally, the insulating sleeve 34 of Hatch exists only on one end of the bolt 45, 
The other end of bolt 45 is threaded into shielding section 30. Thus, even if it was assumed

jpecially shielding uieuibei;:^ simiiar lo viriosc 
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that the insulating sleeve 34 of Hatch could somehow be provi4eti to Mitcham. the resulting 
structure would consist of an insulating sleeve 34 only at one end of the bolt in Mitcham. 
More specifically* the proposed combination would result in the insulating sleeve 34 being 
positioned in the hole in the rotor disc J4 of Mircham that receives the boh extending through 
bolt hole 22 in rim 16, However, this proposed combination would not provide a clearance 
air gap to electrically insulate ihe laminations from the bolt passing therethrough, as claimed, 
3ince the insulating member 34 of Hatch does not provide the clearance air gap m Hatch and 
would not provide a clearance air gap in the combination proposed m the Office Action. As 
seen in Fig. 3 of Hatch, the insulating member 34 does not provide the spacmg thai separates 
the bolt 45 and the discs 25 and 27. In fact, the insulating sleeve 34, as illustrated m Fig. 3 of 
Hatch* does not contact the discs 26 and 27 and it appears that even if the insulating member 
34 was removed. The boh 45 of Hatch would still be spaced from the discs 26 and 27, 

Further, if we continue to assume that one insulating sleeve 34 can be provided to 
Hatch, there is still no explanation as to how the oth^r end of the bolt of Mitcham is secured 
to satisfy claim 1 1 and provide for the claimed clearance air gap. That is, the Office Action 
provides no explanation as to how, strucmrally, a clearance air gap could exist in Mitcham 
while electncally insulating the laminatioxxs from the boU, as claimed. This is a resuU of there 
being no disclosure or suggestion in either Mitcham or Hatch to provide for any structure that 
would maintain "a clearance air gap bemg provided to electrically insulate the laminations 
from the boh passing therethrough" a^ clmmed. The threaded end of the bolt 45 of the 
proposed combination would fail to provide the clearance air gap to electrically insulate the 
laminations from the rest of the bolt, as claimed. Also, it would not be obvious to provide an 
insulating sleeve 34 at both ends of the bolt 45 since the end of bolt 45 opposite the msulaimij 
sleeve 34 is threaded into shielding section 30. 

Thus, not only m there no motivation to combine the references as proposed, but, even 
if assumed proper, the proposed combination does not satisfy claim 1 1 . 

ii. Claims 12-20 

Claims 12-20 depend from and further hmit claim 1 1 and are allowable over the prior 
art of record at least for the reasons set forth above with respect to claim 1 1. Adduionally, the 
dependent claims recite limitations that are themselves allowable over the prior art of record. 

Claim 14 
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For example, claim 14 reciies That the ''stack of bonded lammaiions is mounred 
concentrically on the bolt in a radially spaced reiauonslup by the provision of insulated 
annular members at eiiJier end of the stack." Thus, claim 14 recites muiUple insulated annular 
members. Claim 14 also recites annular members at each end of the srack. The Office 
Action* wiih respect to claim 14. states that "Hatch discloses elastoraeric resilient annular 
members (34) which are insulated and recessed at either end of the stack as shown in Figure 
3." This is not accurate. Hatch only discloses one annular member 34 at one end of the boh 
45. And as mentioned above, it would not have been obvious to provide an insulating sleeve 
34 at both ends of the bolt 45 since Hatch discloses that the opposite end of boll 45 is 
Threaded, 

Claim 14 also requires that the laminations are mounted concentrically on the bolt in a 
radially spaced relationship ''by the provision of insuimed members." Thus, the mulriple 
insulated members provide the radial spacing. However, in Hatch, even the one insulating 
sleeve 34 does not provide for an insulating clearance air gap beiween the bolt 4:^ and the 
discs 26 and 27, In fact, as seen in Figure 3 of Hatch, there is no contact berween the discs 
26, 27 and the insulating sleeve 34 and it appears that removal of the sleeve 34 would not 
result in contact between the bolt and the discs 26 and 27. 
Claim 25 

Another example is claim 15, which requires ihai '*the insulated annular members are 
recessed into either end of the stack." Thus, claim 15 requires an insulating member recessed 
into each end of the stack. As seen in Fig. 3 of Hatch, even the single insulating sleeve 34 is 
noz reces$ed into the discs 26 and 27, Ai best, the one insulation sleeve 34 of Hatch is 
recessed only within extension 35 of shielding section 29, which is not a "stack of bonded 
laminations," as claimed. 

Ciaim IS 

Yei another example is claim IS, which requires ^^means provided on ihe bolt for 
compressing the laminated pole pieces," This limitation invokes 55 USC §1 12, 6'^ paragraph. 
Thus, the claim covers the corresponding structure described in the specification and 
equivalents thereof As disclosed in the subject specification, the pole pieces are compressed 
on the bolts by nuts 28 and washers 30 fSubstimre 

However, neither Mitcham nor Hatch disclose nuts and washers. Hatch, instead, discloses 
that its bolt 45 is not attached by nuts and washers, but by a threaded connection direcily into 
a shielding section 30 of a stator, as seen in Fig. 3. 
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If the Office Action comends tbat the structure of Hatch is an equivalent structure, 
then AppUcTOts respectfully request that ''an explanation and rationale" be provided 'in the 
Office action as to why the prior an element is an equivalenr" as required by MPEP 2 1 S3 and 
wsmg the appropriate factors as set fonh in MPEP 2 1 S3, 

In summaty, the rejection to claims 1 1-20 is improper and the withdrawal of the 
rejection is respectfully requested. Additionally, since none of the prior an of record, whether 
taken singularly or in combination, satisfy the limitations of the claims, claims 1 1-20 are 
believed allowable over the prior art of record. 

New Claims 21 -3Q 

New claims 21-30 are added to define additional feamres of the invention.
